CONSOLIDATED WINS LAND 


FLOODING CASE AT POINT 


A decision amounting to"almost a 


complete victory for the defense was 
rendered by the jury in circuit court 
here in the case of Matt Hemmis 
against the Consolidated Water Pow- 
er and Paper Company. 


The action involved the question of 


damage from backwater alleged to 
have been done to land in the town 
of Plover, owned by the plaintiff, as a 
result of the raising by the defendant 
company of the head of water main- 
tained at its Biron dam in the Wis- 
consin river in January, 1916. The 
jury decided that the only damage 
sustained by the plaintiff was on lot 
three, section 27, township 23 north 
of range seven and assessed this dam- 
age at $300. 
Answering the ques- 


tion of how many acres would' be 
flooded, if any, in the northeast quar- 
ter of the southeast quarter-and the 
northwest quarter of the southeast 
quarter of section 27, township 23 
north of range seven east of the head 
of the dam, as contemplated, is rais- 
ed to 21 feet, the jury declared no 
part of this land would be flooded. 
The jury held,' however, that if the 
dam is raised to 21 feet it will result 
in the flooding of 43 3-10 acres of lot 
three on section 27, and it estimated 
the present market value of the_land 
at $35 an acre. 
. 


Mr Hemmis sued 
for 
$14,689, 


which included a claim for ?10,000 
for the loss of a dam site below what 
was known as Brawley Rapids. He 
alleged that the raising of the Biron 
dam flooded out these rapids—Stev- 
ens Point Journal.

paign there .is now orife state san- 
itarium and an appropriation, for an- 
other; a state camp for convalescent

In order to prove'to the local 
buyers that they are not making an 
•excessive profit one dealer stated 
Tuesday that his firm intended post- 
ing the invoice for their next order 
of sugar in a prominent place in the 
store, where everyone could see just 
what it was costing the store to buy 
it.

SAYS S6 PER CORD 


NOT AJAIR PRICE 


Walter Cramer, one of tho well 


known farmers of the town of Ru- 
dolph, writes the following letter to 
the Tribune in answer to the article 
appearing in last week's issue in re- 
gard to the fuel situation. The letter 
may enlighten many city people to 
why wood costs more than It used to 
and why the farmers are asking a 
price that may even exceed the ex- 
pectations of the local people when 
they buy from the farmers. Tho let- 
ter says: 
To the Grand Rapids Tribune: 


Gentlemen: I see in the last issue 


of the Tribune that the fuel adminis- 
trators are making special appeals 
to the farmers of tho community to 
bring in their wood. And they agree 
that $6 is a fair prico for a cord of 
four foot wood, maple and oak. 
But 


we farmers do not agree with their 
price. 
There is no farmer that can 


sell his wood for $6.00 a cord and 
make days wages out of it. 


Two men can cut about two cords 


of wood in a day, and that keeps 
them moving. The man wants $3.00 
a day and board, and if you have to 
haul the wood from six to eight miles 
you can only make one trip a day, so 
you see it would take' two days to 
haul two cords of wood. I can't seo 
where there is any money in it at 
J6.00 a cord. We farmers at Ru- 
dolph can't see tho joko. 


We are willing to help tho fuel sit- 


uation and we are going to help it, 
but we don't want any one who never 
cut a cord of wood in his life to try 
to tell us what a fair price is. 


Those days are past when the fel- 


low in the easy chair can tell the far- 
mer what a fair price is. We know 
what and when to sell and if they 
offer us a fair price for what we pro- 
duce you will see us Johnnie on the 
spot. " I am going to have my wood 
cut in 16 inch lengths the way most 
of us farmers do. And what I call a 
fair price for a ciU cord of wood is 
$4.00 for mixed hardwood and $5.00 
for maple and oak. I think the city 
could not sell it any cheaper than 
that if they sold at cost price. When 
ever yo^ see a farmer on the market 
square with a load of wood remem- 
ber that he worked hard to cut it 
and be faced the cold to haul it. Give 
btm a chance.

In the six months of the committee's 


active Investigation It searched prac- 
tically every nook and cranny,, in 
Greater New York, where radicalism 
extending to all sections of the coun- 
try had its nest.

ped frdtn those quarries should it be 
possible to effect a' saving in the 
freight rate. Some of the stone will 
go to Auburndale and towns along 
the Soo line where it Is thought It 
will mean a saving to ship over the 
Soo line from Waupaca. In addition 
to being one of the largest contracts 
ever let'by Wood county, thte contracf 
for the stone is the largest of the 
kind ever let in ,the state.

LABOR FEDERATION 


RENAMED THURSDAY 


In order to comply with tho ruling 


of the American Federation ot La- 
bor tho-Grand Rapids Federation OH 
Labor will horeafior bo known its tho 
Central Labor Union of Grand Rap- 
ids. This body is now composed oil 
representatives ot fifteen unions who 
represent 
approximately 
oightoon 


hundred working people of this city. 
Each union Is entitled to throe dele- 
gates for the first flfty members and 
one delegate for each additional fif- 
ty members or 
majority 
fraction 


thereof. The musicians and railway 
clerks, which are oxpoctod to affiliate 
with tho central body in tho near 
future, will bring tho figures up to 
seventeen locals. Tho next mooting 
night falling on Christmas it WIIH do- 
cided to postpone It to December 30, 


The mooting last Thursday night 


was taken up chiefly with the fram- 
ing of a constitution, which follows: 


Declaration of Principle**, 


1. Whllo wo are opponod fo enter- 


ing any political party as a hotly, 
wo declare It our duty to uso our in- 
fluence with tho law-making power 
to secure tho following objects: Tho 
regulation iof tho employment' o(< 
children and women; securing tlio 
adoption of a state apprentice law, 
by which all apprentices to a trade 
would bo properly Indentured; se- 
curing tho adoption of proper laws 
regulating tho hours constituting a 
day's work; reforms in prison labor 
to prevent tho product of convict la- 
bor coming Into competition, with 
honest Industry. 


2. We doc!aro,lt tho duty of ovory 


» 
laboring man to uso his utmost on- 
doavor to secure the amelioration of 
tho condition of tho laboring classes 
generally, and to accomplish this we 
believe that a central organization 
should exist whereby all branched 
of labor may prove allied to any par- 
ticular ono that may bo oppressed by 
ctpltal. 


3. Wo hereby pledge ouroolvos to 


assist each other In securing fair 
wages to tho laboring man by all 
honorable means; wo shall withdraw 
and uso our Influencoo to have others 
withdraw all patronage from any om- 
ployor who refuses to grant a fair 
remuneration for services rendered, 
or In any other way proves hlmaolf 
antagonistic to tho just demand of 
honest labor. 


4. We declare that all existing bon- 


oflclal labor laws should bo rigidly 
enforced, especially those requiring 
compulsory education and tho abol- 
ition of tho Turck System, and wo 
pledge ourselves to do all In our 
powor to secure such enforcements). 


5. To encourage tho principle of 


arbitration wherever practicable. 


G. We favor tho self employment of 


labor, as only complete Independ- 
ence can be obtained when tho labor- 
er is no longer dopondont on othor 
Individuals for tho right to work; 
and especially do wo recommend that 
whenever trades Intend striking for 
tho accomplishment of any just pur- 
post, if tho funds of tho organization 
will allow it, tho resistance, Instead 
of bolng passive, should become ac- 
tive, by using tho funds productively 
instead of unproductlvely. 


7. To endeavor to the best of our 


ability to disseminate useful Infor- 
mation by moans of lectures, clBbaton, 
paphlots and 
industrial 
literature 


among our co-workers.

Treasury Officials Say That Despite 


Much Reckless Spending, Americans 
Are Paying More Attention To Sav- 
ing Than Ever Before. 


By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 


The department of the treasury says 


that the people of the United States 
nre making use of .the lessons In saving 
they learned during the world war. 
The department points out that there 
are, of course, a great many persons 
who are spending money recklessly, 
but all the Information'on the subject 
of saving that Is corning to the depart- 
ment indicates tlmt the great masses 
of the people are paying more atten- 
tioa to saving than ever before. 
The 


treasury department is undoubtedly 
good authority on this subject for the 
savings division, which was established 
within the department during the war, 
hfis been made permanent and Is one 
of the active divisions. 


The thought behind the act of mak- 


ing this division permanent was that 
the government should always bo'pre-. 
pared to lead the people along sound 
(Imincliil paths. It Is a work in wlijch 
the people everywhere have co-operat- 
ed in a most enthusiastic way. Be- 
IMml the activity of the savings divis- 
ion there Is the further thought that 
tho condition of the Individual. Is Im- 
proved 
tWrough 
the observance of 


sound financial rules and the financial 
and industrial etrength of the nation 
increases through the enormous sums 
of capital which accrue through the 
practice of steady saving and safe In- 
vestments on the part of citizens. 


Til order to help along this savings 


Idea the government has designated 
the week beginning January 17,-1920, 
as« national thrift week. It is proposed 
during tlmt week to remind the people 
ovHi-ywhere through public meetings 
and appropriate speeches that the 
cause of good citizenship and good- 
government can be-helped along by 
everybody who has money to spare 
buying War Savings stamps-or deposit- 
Ing money in savings banks. 


What We Saved During War. 


It does not seem to be generally 


known that while the country was buy- 
Ing ?20.000,000,000 worth of Liberty 
bond?, Its citizens put away more than 
$1.000,000,000 In War Savings stamps, 
and that during the war period sav-~ 
Ings bank deposits lu the United States 
Increased some 58,000,000,000. 


It Is expected that out of Thrift 


week there will grow a general cam- 
paign In the Interest of careful saving 
and wise spending. Attorney General 
Palmer, who has been wrestling with 
the high cost of living since last Au- 
gust without being able to beat the 
cost down to any considerable extent, 
is advocating the doctrine of careful 
saving and wise btiying as probably 
tho only real remedy for the high cost 
oi' living troublH. A good-many wom-

country have indicated that they are 
willing to enlist In the campaign nlong 
the lines proposed by the attorney gen- 
eral.

The treasury deportment says that 


savings stamps and treasury savings 
certificates will be available again next 
year at banks and post offices. 
It Is 


not the expectation of the treasury de- 
partment that the government will 
have to make another bond sale to 
meet the expenditures Incurred during 
the war, but In order to make both 
ends meet it will be necessary to sell 
both savings stamps nnd treasury sav- 
ings certificates. The treasury depart- 
ment also points out that people who 
prefer 
to invest their savings in 


Liberty bonds can always purchase 
them through any banking Institution 
at the current market prices. 


The treasury department 1? anxious 


to have the holders of bonds of the 
second Liberty loan understand that 
those bonds are convertible into 4% 
per cent bonds as well as exchangeable 
Into permanent bonds, nnd that the 
treasury has already prescribed 
reg- 


ulations calculated to provide for both 
exchanges and conversions with the 
minimum of inconvenience and ex- 
pense to both the government and fhe 
bond holders. Under these regulations 
there will be no exchanges of tempo-

LABOR FEDERATION 


In order to comply with the ruling 


of the American Federation of La- 
bor tho-Grand Rapids Federation of 
Labor will hereafter bo known as tho 
Central Labor Union of Grand Rap- 
ids 
This body is now composed of 


representatives of fifteen unions who 
represent 
approximately 
eighteen 


hundred working people of this city. 
7^ich union IH entitled to three dele- 
gntos for the first fifty members and 
one delegate for each additional fif- 
ty members or 
majority 
fraction 


thereof. Tho musicians and railway 
clerks, which are expected to affiliate 
with tho central body in the near 
future, will bring tho figures up to 
seventeen locals. Tho next meeting 
night falling on Christmas it was de- 
chlcd to postpone it to December 30. 


The meeting last Thursday night 


was takon up chiefly with the fram- 
ing of a constitution, which follows: 


Dorliinvtlon of Principles. 


.1. While we are opposed to enter- 


ing any political party as a body, 
wo declare it our duty to use our in- 
fluence with the law-making power 
to secure tho following objects: The 
'regulation of tho employment' of; 
children and women; securing the 
adoption of a state apprentice law, 
by which all apprentices to a trade 
would bo properly indentured; se- 
curing the adoption of proper laws 
regulating the hours constituting a 
day's work; reforms in prison labor 
to prevent the product oC convict la- 
bor coming Into competition, with 
honest Industry. 


2. We declare,it the duty of every 


laboring man to use his utmost en- 
deavor to secure tho amelioration oC 
tho condition of tho laboring classes 
generally, and to accomplish this we 
bollevo that a central organization 
should exist whereby all branches 
ot labor may prove allies to any par- 
ticular one that may bo oppressed by 
ctpital. 
3. We hereby pledge ourselves to 


assist each other In securing fair 
wages to tho laboring man by all 
honorable means; we shall withdraw 
and uso our Influencoo to have others 
withdraw all patronage from any em- 
ployer who refuses to grant a tair 
remuneration for services rendered, 
or in any other, way proves himoelf 
antagonistic to the just demand of 
honest labor. 


4. We declare that all existing benT 


eflcial labor laws should be rigidly 
enforced, especially those requiring 
compulsory education and tho abol- 
ition of tho Turck System, and we 
pledge ourselves to do all In our 
power to secure such enforcements. 


G. To encourage the principle of 


arbitration wherever practicable. 


6. We favor the self employment of 


labor, as only complete independ- 
ence can bo obtained when the labor- 
er Is no longer dependent on other 
Individuals for the right to work; 
and especially do wo recommend that 
whenever trades Intend striking for 
tho accomplishment of any just pur- 
post, If tho funds of the organisation 
will allow it, tho resistance, instead 
ot being passive, should become ac- 
tlvo, by using tho funds productively 
instead of unproductively. 


7. To endeavor to the best of our 


ability to disseminate useful Infor- 
mation by moans of lectures, debates, 
pnphlcts and 
Industrial literature 


among our co-workers.
